| Ireland; Done at Sceove, The firſt day of January, 1651, 


I:ſt the Kings Majeſty, in a Princes Robe, was condufted from his 
Bed-Chamber, by the Conſtable on his right-hand,and the Marſhal 
on his left-hand , to the Chamber of Prelence; and there, was pla« 
ced in a Chair, under a Cloath of State, by the Lord of Angus, 
Chamberlain appointed by the King for that day; and there, after 
a little repoſe, the Noblemen, with the Commiſſioners of Barons 
and Boroughs, entered the Hall, and preſented themſelves before his Majeſty. 

There after, the Lord Chancellour ſpoke to the King, to this purpoſe, Sir, 
Your good Sul jetis deſire you may be Crowned, au the righteow and lawfull Heir of the 
Crown of this Kingdom; that you wauld maintain Religion, as it is preſently profeſſed 
and eſtabliſhed, conform to the National Covenant, League and Cov:nant, and accore 
ding to your Declaration at Dumfermling, in Auguſt laſt; Alſo that you would 
be gracior ſly pleaſed to receive them under your Highneſſe ProteWion, to govern them 
by the Laws of the Kingdom, and to defend them in their Kights and Liberties, by your 
Rojal Power, effering themſelves in molt humble manner to your M+j: fy, with their 
Vows, to beftow Land, Life,and what elſe is in their Power for the maintenance of Reli« 
gion, for the ſafety of your Majeſties Sacred Perſon, and maintenance of your Crown, 
which they intreat your Majeſty to accept, and pray Almighty Gd, that for many years 
you may happily enjoy the ſame. 

The King made this Anſwer, T do eſteem the affeltions of my good Peoplegmere than 
the Crowns of many Kingdoms, and foal be ready , by Gods affiftance, to beftuw my Life 
in-their defence ; wiſhing to live no longer, than I may ſee Religron, and this King- 
dom fl-uriſh in all bappineſs. 

There after , the Commiſſioners of Boroughs, and Barons, and che Noble- 
men accompanied his Majeſty to the Kirk of Sceoxe, in order and rank accord- 
ing co their Quality, two and two. 

The Spurs being carried by the Earl of Egliaton. 

Next, The Sword by the Earl of Rothes. 

Then rhe Scepter, by the Earl of Crauford and Lindeſay, 

And the Crown, by the Varqueſle of Argyle, immediately before the King. 

Then came the King , with the great Conliable on his right-hand , and the

great Marſhal on his lefe-hand , his train being carried by the Lord Ereckiae, 
tac Lord Moxtgomery , the Lord Newbottle, and the Lord Macblexe, four Farly 
eldeſt Sons, under a Canopy of Crimſon Velvet , ſupported by fix Earls Sons, 
to wit, the Lord Drummond, the Lord Carnegie, the Lord Ramſey, the Lord 
Fobyftonn, the Lord Brechin the Lord Liter , and the fix Garriers ſlupported by 
{ix Noble-mens Sons. 

Thns the Kings Majeſty entereth the Kirk. 

The Kirk being fitted, and prepared with a Table, whereupon the Honours 
were laid, and a Chair fet ina fitting Place for his Majeſties hearing of Serman, 
over againſt the Miniſter, and another Chair onthe other ide when he ſate and 
received the Crown, before which there was a Bench decently covered, as alſo 
Seats about for Noblemen, Barons and Burgefles. 

And there being alſoa Stage in a fit place eretted of 2,. foot ſquare, aboue 
four foot high from the ground , covered with Carpets, with ewo Stairs, one 
from the Weſt, and another to the Eaſt ; upon which great Stage , there was 
another little Stage ereted, ſome two foot high, aſcending by ewo ſteps, on 
which the Throne or Chair of State was ſer.

The He 
brews obſerve that anointing of Kings was uſed in three caſes. 1. When the 
hett of a Family was made Kings as Saxl, David. 2. When there was a queſtion 
for the Crown, as in the caſe of Solomon and 4donijeb. 3. When there was an 
interruption of the lawfull ſuccefſion by uſurpation, as in the caſe of Joaſd, 
there js an interruption by the uſurpation of Athaltab ; therefore he is anoint- 
ed, If this obſervation hold, as ic is probable, rhen ic was not abſolutely nece(- 
ſary under the Old Tettament ; and therefore far lefſe under the N.w, 
Becauſe it may be ſaid, That in our caſe there is an interruption by uſur-

| have gone through the three particulars contained in the 1 2 v1 come tothe 
other ewo in the 17 ver. which appertain alſo to this Cays Work; for our King is 
not only to be Crowned,but to renew a Covenant with God and His People,and 
to wake a Covenant with the People : Anſwerable hereto there is a twofold 
Covenant in the words, One berween GOD and th: King, and the People, 
GOD being the one Partie, the King and the People the other, Another be- 
tween the King and the People, The King being the one Party, the People the 
other. 

The Covenant with God is the fourth particular propounded to be ſpoken 
of. The ſumme of the Covenant ye may tind, 2 Kings 23.3. in Foſiab his re- 
newing the Covenant, To walk after the Lord, and keep bis Commandements and 
Teſtimonies with all the heart, and to perform the words of the Covenant. The renew- 
ing of the Covenant was after a great defeQion from God, and the ſetting up 
of a falſe 1Yo-ſbip. The King and the people of God bound themſelves before

Andit we look 
uponthoſe godly Paſtours, who lived in K ING FAME S his time, of whom 
one may truly lay, more faichfill Men 11 ed not in theſe laſt times: For they 
fpared not to tell the King his Faults to h1- face; Yea, ſome of them ſuffered 
perſecution for their honeſty and freedom : Yet we never read, nor taveheard, 
that any of the'e godly Paſtours joyned with otaer private men, did everre- 
monſtrate to Parliament, or Eſtate, as their judgement, that the King ſhould 
be ſiſpended trom the exerciſe of this Royal power. 

I, Ie is clear from rhis Covenant, that people ſhould obey their King in 
the LORD : For as the King is bound by Covenant, to make ule of his power 
to their good : So are they bound to obey him in tae Lord, in the exeiciſe of 
that power. About the peoples duty to the King, take thele four Ovſer- 
vations. 


1. That the obedience ofthe people is in ſubordination to GOD ; For the 4: 


Covenant is firft with God, and then with the Kinz, If a King command any 
thing contrary to the will of GOD. in this ca.e Peter ſaith, It is better to obey 
God tha": man. There is 2 line drawn from GOD to the people, they are lowelt 
m che line; and have Mazziſt:ates inie-10ur, and ſupreme, above them, and 
GOD above all. When cae King commandeth the people that which i> lawtall, 
and commanded by COD, then ue fhouid be obeyed ; Becaule he ſNandeth in 
the rigac line unde: GOD, who hach put him in his place. Bur if he comm nd 
that waich i unlawfull, and torbidden of GOD, inthat he ſha!l not be obey- 
ed todo it; becauſe he is out of lu» line, That a King is to be obeyed wica 
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this ſubordination, is evident from Scripture; take one place for all» 
Rom. 13. Ac the beginning, ye have bota obedience urged to luperiour 
powers, as the ordinance of God, and damnation threatned againſt thoſe 
who refiſt the lawtull powers. 

It is aid by ſome, that many Miniſters in Scotlaud will not have King 
ZFEs US, butKing CHARLES toreign. Faithfull men are wrong- 
ed by ſuch ſpeeches. I do not underſtand thele men. For if they think 
that a King and Feſusare inconliſtent ; then they will have no King : But 
I ſhall be far from entertaining ſuch thoughts of them. If they think the 
doing a neceſſary duty for King CH AKLES, is to preter his Intereſt 
toEHRISTS, this alſo is an errour; Honeſt Miniſters can very well dif 
cern berween the Intereſt of CHRIST, and of the King. 1know no Mi- 
niſter that ſetteth up King Charles, with prejudice to Chriſts intereſt. 

There are tnree forts of perſons, who are not to be allowed in relati- 
on to the Kings Intereſt. 1. S:ich as have not been content to oppoſe a 
King, in at: evil courſe. (as they might lawfully do) But contrary to Cs« 
venant, Vows, many Declarations, have caſt off Kings, and Kingly Govern= 
ment Theleare the S:@aries, 2. They whoare lo taken up with a King, 
as they preter a Kings Intereſt, to Chriſts Intereſt; which was the fm of 
our Engagers. 3. They who will have no duty done to a King, for fear 
of prejudging Chriſts intereſt. Thele are to be allowed who urge duty 
eo a King, in {ubordinationto Chriſt, 

| thail detre tt at men be real, when they make mention of Chriſts 
intereſt ; for thele three mentioned, profeſs and pretend the intereſt of 
Chriſt, The SeQeries cover their deſtroying of Kings, with Chritts inte- 
reſt; whereanto indeed , they have had no reipe, being enemi:s to his 
King lom, as experience hath mad-s ic undeniable. The Engagerz alleged 
they were for Chriſts intereſt ; but they miſplaced it. Chriſts Inte 
reſt ſhould have gone before, but they drew it after the intereſt of a 
King z which evidenced their want of due reſpe& to Cbrifts intereſt. As 
for the third, who delay duty for fear of preferring the Kings intereſls

3. That a King Covenanted with- GOD, ſhoald be much -reſpe&ecd 
by bis Subjets, They ſhould love bim. There is an inbred affcfion 
In 'the hearcs of the people to theic King. In the 12. verſ. i is ſaid, 
That the people claped their hands for joy; «nd ſaid, God ſave the King, They 
had no ſooner (cen their Native King inſtalled in his kingdom, but thcy 
rejoyced exceedingly, and faluted him with wiſhes of ſatety. What ever 
be mens affe&ions, orreſpeRts, this day, to our King 3 certainly it is a 
duty lying on us, both to pray for and rejoyce in his ſafety. The very 
end that GOD hath in giving us Kings make<th chis cleargt Tim, 2.1, 2. 
That we may tive under them in gedlineſs and benefty : and therefore Prayers 
and Supplications are to be made for all Kings ; even for theſe that ace 
not in Covenant, mach more for theſethat are in Coycagnt. Yeare re» 
ceivingthis day a Crowned Covenanted King, pray for ſaving grace to 
him ; and that GOD would deliver him and us, out of the band of 1heſe 
cruel enemies; and blefſe his Government, and cauſ: us to live a quiet and 
peaccable life under him, iu all godlinefle and honeſty.

ple of conſcience. I ſhall ever reſpeCt rendernets of conſcience, and | wiſk 
there be no more but tenderneſs, if th:re be no more, men will ſtrive to 
have their conſciences ell informed.

Sulomey 
baving in his option, to a4k what he would, he asked an underſtanding 
heait, to go out and in before hi; people: Knowing, that the Govern 
ment of a people, was a very difhcil work , and needed more than ordi- 
nary underſtanding.

I fear at chis time, when men, who have been 
commended for Piety,have fallen foully, aud berrayed cheir truſt; that men 
ſhall cake rs co ſpeak againft rhe godly ofthe Land Beware of this, 
for ir is Sathaxs policy to pur piety out of requeſt.

Bur there aie ſome, whoare not meer for truſt. x. They who are godly 
but have noskill nor abjlicyfor the place, A man may beatruly godly man, 
who is not fit for ſuch a place, and no wrong 1* done to him, nor togodli- 
neſs, when the place is denied to him, I wonder how a godly man can take: 
upon him a place whereof he hath no $kill, 2. They who baveneither $kill 
nor courage, are very unmeet, for ifit be a place ot never ſo great momenc, 
faint-hearcedneſs will make chem quitic. 3. They who are both skilful and 
ſour, yet aro not honeſt , but perfidious and treacherous , ſhould have no 
cruſt at all.

but left him a pen, and ink, and a ſheet of paper. He being alone after ſome. 
thoughts, wrote with fair and legible CharaGers , wa the head of the ſheet 
Modus , in the middle of the ſheer Mods, and in the foot of the ſheer 
Modw, and wrete nu more in all the paper, which he wrapped up and deli- 
vered tothe King , meaning that the beſt Counſel he can givehim, was, 
that he ſhould keep temper in all things, Nothing more fit for a younz 
King than to keep temper mn all Take this counſel tir, & be moderat in the 
uſe of your power: the Leſt way ro keep power is moderation in the uſe of it.

Leable, but not honeſt, Whereupon the people would not ſo much as = 
it, There is much whiſpering of a Treaty,they are not willing to ſpeak pub- 
lickly of ic. Hear chem in private, and it may be che beſt advice ſhall be 
profitable, but not honelt. If a Treaty ſhould be, ler it be both profitable 
and honeſt, and no lover of peace will be againſt it. 

9: Seeing the-King is now upon the renewing of che Covenants,it wou'd 
beremembred, that weenter inco Covenant, according to our profeſtion 
therein ; with reality, fincerity, and conſtancy,which are the qualifications 
of good Covenanters. Many doubt of your reallity in che Covenant : Let 

our fmcerity and reallity be evidenced by your ſtedfaſtneſs aud conſtancy; 

r-many have begun well, but have not been conitant. 

:In'the ſacred hiſtory of Kings, we finde a note put upon Kings according 
totheir carriages, One of thee ſentences is written upon them. 1. Some 
—_— haverthis written upon them, He did ell in ths ſight of the Lord. They 
neither begin well, nor end well. Such an one was Ahaz,King of Fudah,and 
divers others in that hiſtory. 2. Others have chis written of them, he did 
that whiob was right in the ſight of the Lord; but not with a perfect heart. Such an 
one was Amaziah, King of Fudah, 2 Chron.25 2, He was neither lincere nor 
conftant : when God blefſed him with viftory againſt the Edomites , he fell 
foully-from the true worſhip of God,and ſer up the god of Edom 3. Achird 
ſenrence is written upon the godly Kings of Fudih, He did right in the ſight 
of the Lord,with @ perfett heart. As Aſa, Heze\jab, Jehoſaphat and Foſiah, The 
were both tincere and conſtant. Lec us neither have the frft,nor the lecond3 
but the third written upon our King, He did right in the fight of th: Lord with 
&perfeit beart Begin well, and continue conſtant. 

Beforel1 cloſe,l ſhall ſeek leave, tolay beforeour young King,two exam- 
ptes tobeware of, and one to follow, the two warning examples, one of 
them is in my Text, another in our own hiſtory, 

* Thefirſt example is of Foaſo, He began well, and went on in godly Re- 
formation all che daies of Febojada'; bur it is obſerve, 2 Chron, 24.17. atter 
the dajes of Fehojadah, the Princes of 7udah came, and did obeiſance to the 
ke King , andhearkened unto them verſe 18, It appearerh they had been ly- 

ing at wait, till the death of Fehyjadah; and took that opportunity to de- 
&roy the true worthip of God,and ſet up falſe worſhip , flactering the King 
for thareffe& : For it is ſaid,They left the houſe of the Lord and ſerved groves and 
Ights ; ard were ſo far from being reclaimed by the Prophet of che Lords 
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that was ſent unto them,that they conſpired againſtZechorieh the ſon of Fe- 
bojadab,who reproved them mildly for their 1do/atry, and Roned him with 
ones, and {lew him at the kings commandment. And verf. 22. it is ſaid, 
Foaſh remembred not the kindeneſſe that Fehojada his father had done to him, but ſlew 
bis ſon, | 

Sir, Take this example for a warning, You are obliged by the Cove- 
nant, to 200N in the work of Reformation : It may be ſome great ones are 
waiting their time,not having opportunity to work for the preſent , till af= 
terward they may make obeiſance, & perſwade you to deſtroy all,!that hath 
been done in the work of God thele divers years. Beware of it; Ler no al- 
lurement or perſwaiion prevaile with You, to fall from that,which this day 
you vinde your (elf to maintain, 

Another exainple I give you,yet in recent memory of yourGrand- father 
King JAMES. Hz fell co be very young , in atime full of dithiculties; yer 
there was a godly Partie in the land,who did put che Crown upon his head. 
And when he came coſomeyerrs, He and his people entred i a Covenant 
with God,he was much commenced by godly and faithfull men, compa- 
ring him ro young oſah ſtanding at the Aicar, renewinga Covenant with 
God ; and he himlelt did chank God, trat he was born in + reformed Kirk, 
betcer reformed then Englind: forcthey recained many Popijh Ceremonies : 
yea, better reforme:! then Gen:rva, for they kerp ſome buly dayes; Charging 
his peo; le tobe conftant,and promiſing himielfro continue in that Refor« 
mation, and to mantuin the (ame. Notwirhftanding of all this, he made a 
foule deteftion ; He remembred nor the t.inmnefle of them who had held 
the crown 1po'1 |.,S he:d;z yea, he perſecuced faichfull Minifters,fer op 
fig thar couite_Vereftion Henever refted till he had undone Presbyteriall 
Government,and K'ck- Aſſemblies, ſetting up Biſhops,and bringing in Ceree 
mon1ies,a &.MmA[R which torme1 ly be had given large teſtimony. Ina word,he 
laid the foundation, whereupon his Son our late King, did build much mif. 
chiefro Religion, :l che dayes of his life. 

Sir, I lay this example before You the rather , becauſe it is ſonear You, 
thatthe giultineſle of che tran:grefion lyerh upon the Throne and Family, 
and itis ce of the (1115, for which you have profetſed hnmiliation very late- 
ly. Let it be laid to heart,take warning, requitenot fairhfull mens kindneſs 
with perſecution ; yea, requite not che Lord ſo, who hath preſerved you to 
this time,and 1s ſetting a Crown upon Your head. Requite not the Lord 
with apoſtalte 2nd defeftion from a ſworn Covenant: but be ftedfaſt in the 
Covenant, «$ You would give teſtimony of your true humiliation for che 
defeftion of thele that went before you. 

[ have let un chefe rwo examples before You as Feacons to warn you te 
keep off ſuch dangerous courſes, and ſhall add one for imitation, which if 
foliiowed, may happily bring with it the blefling of that godly mans: adhe- 
renceta God, The example is of Hezekgab, who did that which was right 
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Lord GOD of Iſrael , and he clave unto the Lord , and departed not from foll;wing 
bine , but kept bis Commandements, And verſ. 5, The Lord was with bim , and 
be proſpered whither ſoever he went fordb. 

Sir, follow chis example, cleave unto the LORD, and depart not from 
eons him , and the Lord will be with You, and proſper You whither- 
ſoever You go. To this LORD, from whom we expeQt a bleſſing upon this 
dayes wark, be glory aud praiſe forever, Amen, 
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Sermon being ended, Prayer was made for a bleſſing upon the Dofrine 
delivered. 

The King being to renew the Covenants, firſt the Nationall Covenant, 
then the Solemn League, and Covenant, were diſtinly read. 

After the reading of theſe Covenants, The Miniſter prayed for grace to 

erform the contents of the Covenants , and for faithfull Redfaftne(s in 
the Oath of GOD; And then ( the Miniſters Commiſſioners of the Gene. 
rall Agembly , deſired to be preſent , ſtanding before che Pulpit ) ke mi- 
niſtred the Oath unto the King; who kneeling,znd lifting up his right hand 
did (wear in the words following : 

I Charles, King of Great Britain , France and Ireland , ds aſſure and declare, 
by my Solemn Oath , in the preſenoe of Almighty GOD , the Seacher of Hearts , my 
allowane and approbation of the National Covenant , and of the So{emn League and 
Covenant above written , and faithfully oblige my ſelf , to proſecute the ends 1here. 
of in my Station and Calling ; and that I for my ſelf and ſucceſſ,urs , ſhal. conſent 
and agree, to all atis of Parliament exjoyning the Nationall Covenant, anl the $0- 
lens League and Covenant, and fuly eftatliſh Presbyteriall Government, the Diretie. 
ry of Worſhip, Confeſſion of Faith , and Catechiſmes in the Kingdome of Scotland , 
as they are approved Ly the Generall Aſſem' lies of this Kirk,, and Parliament of this 
Kingdome; And that I ſhall give my Royall Aſſent to 40s and Ordmancesof Pay- 
" liament paſſed, or to be paſſed , enjoyning the ſame in my other Dominions ; And that 
I ſhall obſerve theſe in mine own pratiice and Family , and ſhall never make oppoſition 
bo any of theſe , or endeavour any change thereof. 

After che King.had thus ſolemnly ſworn, the Nationall Covenant, the 
League and Covenant, and the Kings Oark , ſub'oyned unto voth being

Thereafter the King aſcendeth the Stage, and fitteth down in the Chair 
of State:

Thereafrer the Kings Majeſty ſupported by the Conſtable and Marſhall, 
cometh down from the Stage , and firterh down in the Chaire, where he 
heard the Sermon, 

The Miniſter, accompanied with the Miniſters before mentioned, com» 
eth from the Fulpic toward che King; and requireth, If he was willing © 
take the Oath, appointed to be taken at rhe Coronation, 

The King anſwered, He was moſt willing. 

T hen the Oath of Coronation , as ic is contained in the eight Aﬀ of the 
fr Parliament of King James, being read by the Lyon, the Tenour where« 
of followerth : 


Becauſe, that the encreaſe of Vertne, and ſuppreſſing of Idolatry, crae 
wth, That the Prince and the People be of one perfe@® Religion, which of 
Gods Mercy is now preſently profeſſed within this Realm : Therefore is 
is flatmted aud ordained by our Soveraign Lord, my Lord Regent, and 
three EfFates of this _ Parliament : That all Kings , Princes and 
Magiitrates whatſoever, holding their place, which hereaſter at any time 
ſtal! happen to Raign, end bear rule over this Realm, at the time of their 
Corenatrow, and receit of their Princely Authority , make their faithfull 
promiſe, in the preſence of the Fiernall GOD : 1hat enduring the whole 
eourſe of their lives, they ſhall ſerve the ſame Eternall GOD, tothe wtter= 
moſt of their power, according as he hath required in his moſt Holy.

The Rights awd Rents, with all juſt priviledges of 
the-Crown of Scotland, to preſerve and keep inviolated: Neither ſh.!l they 
transferr, nor alienate the ſane. 1hey ſhall forbid and repreſſe in 1! #. 
frater, and degrees, reaf, oppreſſion, and all kinde of wrong : In all judg. 
ments they ſhall command and procure that juſtice, and equity be keeped 
toal creatures, without exception, as the LOKD and Father of Merrcies, 
be merciſuil unto them; And ont of their Lands and i mpier they fhalli be 
carefull ts root out all Hereticks, an d enemies to the true Worſhip of GO D, 
#hat fhall be convidt by the True Kirk of GOD, of the aforeſaid crimeszand 
that they ſhall faithfally affirm the things above written, by their Solemn 
Oath. 

The Miniſter tendered the Oath unto the King,who kneelin7,and hold- 
ing up his right hand, ſware m theſe words , Fy the Eternall and Almighty 
God, who liveth and reigneth for ever, I ſhall obſerve and keep all that is Containedin 
this Oath. 

This done the Kings Majeſty ficteth down in his Chair, and repoſeth 
himſelf alittle. 

Then the King ariſeth from his Chair,and is diſrobed by the Lerd great 
Chamyoerlain of the Princely Robe,wherewith heentred the Kirk,and is in- 
veſted by the'faid Chamberlain in his Royal Robes. 

Thereafter, the King being brought to the Chair on the North-lide of 
the Kirk, ſ1pported as formerly; the Sword was brought by Sir U/ i/;am 
Cockburn of Langtown, Gentleman Uſher, from the Table, and delivered to 
Lyon king @t Arms,who giveth it to the Lord Great Conſtable,who putteth 
the fame in the Kings hang, ſaying, SIR, Receive this Kingly Sword, for the 
Defence of the F aithof CHRIST , and Pretediion of his Kirk, and of the true Re. 
ligien, as it is preſently profeſſed within this Kingdome, aud accordine to the Natio« 
all Covenant, and League and Covenant, and for executing Equity and Juſtice,and 
for puniſhment of all iniquity and injuſtice. 

This done, the Great Conſtable receiveth the Sword from the King,arid 
girderh the tame abourthis tide. 

Thexeafcerthe King ſitteth down in his Chair; and then the Spurs were 
put on him, by che 'Earl Marſhall. , 

hereafter, Archiball Marqueſle of Argyle, having taken the Grown in his 
hapds, the,Miniſter payed cothis purpole, 

ut the Lord would purge the Crown from te fin and tranſereſſions of them that 
did:reign' bofore bin; That it might be @ pure #'; That God would ſettl+ the 
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Crown upon the Kings head : And ſnce men that ſct it on, wer? 
not able to ſettle it, that the Lord would put it co, and preſerve it. 

And then the ſaid Marquefſe pur che Crown on the 
Kings head. 

* Which done, the Lyon King of Arms, the Grezt Con- 
fable ſtanding by him, cauſeth an Herauld to call che 
whole Noblemen, one by one, according to their ranks 
who comming before the King, kneeling, and with their 
hands touching the Crown on the Kings head,fware theſe 
words, By the Eternall and almighty God,who liveth aid reign- 
eth for ever, I ſhal: ſupport thee to my) utmoſt, And when they 
had done, then all the Nability held up their hands, an.l 
ſware to be loyall and true ſubjetis, an1 faithful! to the Crown, 

The Earle Marſhall, with the Lyon, going to the foure 
corners of the Stage, the Lyon proclaimeth the Obliga- 
tory Oath of the People; And the People holding up their 
hands all the time, did (wear, By the Eternall and Almighty 
God, who liveth and reigneth for ever,we become your liedge men, 
and Truth, and Faith ſhall bear unto you, and live and dye with 
you, againſt all manner of folks whatſoever, in your fervice,accor- 
ding to the Nationall Covenant , and Solemn League and Cove 
nant, 

Then did the Earls and Vicounts put on their Crowns; 
and the L yon likewiſe pur cn his. 

Then did the Lord Chamberlain looſe the Sword where- 
with the King was girded ; and draw it, and deliver it 
drawn into the Kings hands; and the King pur it in the 
hands of the Great Conſtable , to carry it naked before 
him. 

Then Fohn Earl of Crawford and Lindſay, took the Scep- 
ter and put it in the Kings right hand), ſaying, Sir, Ke- 
ceive this Scepter, the ſiene of royall power of the Kingdome, that 
you may govern your ſelf right , and defend all the Chriſtian peo- 
ple committed by God to your Charge , puniſhing the wicked, and 


protefling the juſt. £ Then 
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Then did the King aſcend-che-Stage , acrended bythe 
Officers of the Crown, and Nobility, and was inſtalled in 
rhe Royall Throne by Archiball Marqueſſe of Argyle, fay- 
ing 3 Stand and h1l4 fait from henceforth, the place whereof you 
are the lawfull an1 righteons heir , by a long and lineal ſucceſſion 
of your father; ; which is now delivered unto y9u , by authority of 
Almighty God. 

When the King was ſer down upon the Throne,the Mi- 
niſter ſpoke to him a word of Exhortation.as followeth. 

Sir, Tou are ſet down upon the Throne tn a very difficill time; I 
ſhall therefore put you in mind of a Scrivtural expreſſion of a 
Throne , i Chron. :G. 3. it is ſzi4 , So) :mon fare on the 
Throne of the Lord Sir, you are a King , an4 King im Cove- 
nant with the Lord ;, if you would have the Lord to own you to be 
bis King, and your Throne to be his Throne ; 1 deſire you may have 
ſome thoughts of this expreſſion.

voice a long time, God ſave the Kings 

Then the King returning , and fitting down po the 
Throne, delivered the Scepter tothe Earl of Crauford and 
Lindſay, to be carried betore him : Thereafter the Lyon 
King of Arms rehearſed the Royal Line of the Kings up- 
ward, to Fergus the firſt 

Then the Lyon called the Lords one by one, who 
kneeling , and hoiding their hands bertwixt the Kings 
hands , did ſwear theſe words , By theeternall and almighty 
God, who liveth and reigneth for ever , I become? your liedgeman, 
and Truth and;Faith ſhall bear unto you , and live and dye with 
you,again(t all manner of folks whatſoever , in your ſervice, accor-

And every one of them kiſſed the Kings left cheek. 

When theſe Solemnities were ended þ, the Miniſl.er ſtan- 
ding before the King on his Throne,pronounced this bleſ-

So God ſhake out every man from his 
bouſe , and from his labour, that performeth not his promiſe, even 
thus be it ſhaken out and emptied ; and all the congregation ſaid, 
Amen, Sincethat time, many of thoſe who were in co- 
venant are ſhaken out of it , yea, they have ſhaken off the 
Covenant, and laid it aſide, It is true,they are proſpering 
this day, and think that they proſper, by laying aide the 
Covenant; but they will be deceived, chat word ſpoken 
then, ihall not fall to the ground,God ſhall ſhake them our 
of their poſſeſſion , and empty them for their perfidious 
breach of Covenant, 

The ſamel fay to King and Nobles, and all that are in 
Covenant, if you break that covenant, being ſoſolemnly 
ſworn, all theſe who have touched your Crown,and ſworn 
to ſupport it, ſhall not beable to hold it on; but God will 
ſhake ic oft, and turn you from the Throne : And ye No» 
ble-men. who are afliſtant to the putting on the crown,and 
ſercting the King upon the Thron,if ye ſhall either aſliſt,or 
adviſe the King to break the Covenant, and overturn che 
work of God, he ſhall ſhake you our of your poſleſſons;and 
emptie you of all your glory.
